Background: The Office of the Code Reviser was created in 1951. The officeisalegidative

agency whose responsibilities include:

e codifying, indexing, and publishing the Revised Code of Washington, including
harmoni zing the statutes through administrative changes or suggested legislation;

o drafting bills on behalf of legidators, legidative committees, joint committees, state
elected officials, and agencies,

»  acting asthe repository for various documents relating to administrative rulemaking; and

e publishing a variety of rulemaking-related publications, including the Washington
Administrative Code and the State Register.

The Code Reviser is employed at will by the Statute Law Committee. The Statute Law

Committee is also responsible for setting the Code Reviser's salary and employing the Code

Reviser's staff. The Statute Law Committee is made up of the following members:

* amember of the Legislature who is also alawyer;

» thechair of the House Judiciary Committee or a member serving on the committee who
isamember of the same party asthe chair;

* amember of the House Judiciary Committee who is not a member of the same party as
the chair;

» thechair of the Senate Judiciary Committee or a member serving on the committee who
isamember of the same party asthe chair;

* amember of the Senate Judiciary Committee who is not a member of the same party as
the chair;
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» fivelawyers designated by the Washington State Bar Association;

* aJdustice of the Washington Supreme Court or alawyer designated by the Chief Justice;
and

* alawyer appointed by the Governor.

The term of office for the lawyer members appointed by the Washington State Bar Association
issix years. Theterm of office for the legislative membersistwo years. The term of office
for the member appointed by the Chief Justice is at the pleasure of the Supreme Court. The
term of office for the Governor's appointee is four years.

Summary of Amended Bill: The membership of the Statute Law Committee is changed to:
*  the Secretary of the Senate;

*  two members of the senate, one from each of the two largest caucuses in the senate;

*  the Chief Clerk of the Housg;

*  two members of the house, one from each of the two largest caucuses in the house;

* the Staff Director of Senate Committee Services;

» the Staff Director of the Office of Program Research;

* alawyer appointed by the Washington State Bar Association;

* aJdustice of the Washington Supreme Court appointed by the Chief Justice; and

» alawyer staff member of the Governor's office or a state agency.

The term of office for the member appointed by the Washington State Bar Association istwo
years. Theterm of office for the Secretary of the Senate, the Chief Clerk of the House, the
staff Director of Senate Committee Services, and the staff Director of the Office of Program
Research expires when the tenure of the position expires. The remaining committee members
serve at the pleasure of the appointing authority.

Amended Bill Compared to Original Bill: Instead of the four members of the legislature,
the substitute bill provided that an attorney staff member of the Senate appointed by the
minority caucus and an attorney staff member of the House appointed by the minority caucus
would be members of the statute law committee.
